Examining School Kiddies 
Will Require Work and 
Patience, He Says. 


Willing co-operation from every. 
doctor in Pontotoc county in the 
public school health survey wnich 
will be started here 'Monday morn­ 
ing was solicited today, in an open 
letter to school authorities, patrons, 
and others, issued by J. E. Hick­ 
man, city superintendent of schools 
and chairman of the county public 
health committee. 
", 
Mrs. Lucy Henderyon, a trained 
nurse from Oklahoma City, haa been 
secured to lead in examining school 
children. Work will start jn Ada 
and continue for a month, extending 
if possible into other parts of the 
county. 
Following is Superintendent Hick­ 
man’s letter: 
“The late war has taught hum­ 
anity many lessons, not the least of 
which is that children of America 
are not as healthy and strong phy­ 
sically as they can 'he if they are 
given the scientific help to which 
modern 
medical and surgical re­ 
search and discoveries entitle them. 
Often very slight physical defects 
in children, if corrected, will change 
them from unhappy 
drones 
into 
bright, happy beings who will de­ 
velop into useful, men and women. 
To Correct Diseases. 
“Recognizing the fact that ordin­ 
ary persons are not able to detect 
slight unhealthy conditions in chil 
dren, the Pontotoc County Public 
Health committee has deemed 
it 
advisable to hire a public health 
nurse for one month to visit as 
many of the schools as possible and 
examine the pupils for corrective 
and preventative diseases. We feel 
that we are fortunate in securing 
the services of Mrs. Lucy Hender­ 
son of Oklahoma* City. Mrs. Hender­ 
son is a graduate nurse with public 
health training In addition to Chm, 
she has done social service work 
in Houston,* Texas, field nursing in 
Alabama and has seen two years 
service as a staff nurse in the U. S. 
army, domestic and foreigrf. 
“We are asking the co-operation 
of our local physicians in this work 
and we believe we are justified in 
feeling that we will get it. Every 
district that the limited time of one 
month will permit will be visited, 
beginning with schools of Ada, Feb­ 
ruary 13. You readily see, however, 
that it will be impossible to have 
every district in the county visited 
but if for any reason you are ex­ 
tremely anxious to have your schools 
inspected, 
write 
J. E. Hickman, 
chairman of the ccfinty health com­ 
mittee, Ada, and arrangem ents will 
be made for you if possible. 
“The committee is able to hire 
Mrs. Henderson and pay the ex­ 
penses incident to the health work 
through the sale of Christmas Seal 
Health Stamps and Health Bonds. 
The campaign for the sale of these 
was conducted in Pontotoc county 
county from Dec. 4 to Dec. 
17 
of last year. Investment made in 
these stamps and bonds will prove 
a paying one which will bring .In 
large dividends in better health con­ 
ditions for the children of Pontotoc 
county.

' (Daily Ardmoreite) 
Negro illiteracy in Oklahoma is 
12.4 percent* white illiteracy Is 2.8 
percent* according to a report issued 
recently by a commission on negroes 
that has completed a sdYtfey of edu­ 
cation in the state,' 
The Significant point of the report 
is the fact that the negroes found 
that illiteracy, in their race* bore 
a direct relationship with crime. 
There are 478 negroes in the penL 
tentisry out of a population of 149,- 
408 in the state. The white race 
shows 996 inmates from a popula­ 
tion of 1*821*194. 
A summary of the report Indi­ 
cates that 3.9 percent of the white 
persons in Carter county are illiter­ 
ate while 15.3 percent of the blocks 
*can neither read nor write. In four­ 
teen of the largest counties of the 
state it was found that one white 
person out of every forty is wholly 
illiterate while five out of every 
forty negroes can neither read nor 
write. 
There is food for thought in this 
report for both negro and white 
man. The dawn of reason for hun­ 
dreds in Oklahoma, in Carter coun­ 
ty, is yet to come. The problem is 
not new but Its age alone commends 
to the serious consideration of every 
thoughtful citizen.

As a matter of truth* no one 
denies that misfortune and want 
have at times moved men to commit 
crime, but such casuals of the under­ 
world do not “belong” and rarely 
are they guilty of violence; they 
steal in a petty way to gratify im­ 
mediate wants. Fully 90 percent of 
those who war on society are, as 
Mr. Chamberlain says, criminals by 
choice. It is a business with them. 
They are not victims of circum­ 
stances and they have no desire to 
reform. In conclusion* the director 
uses plain speech, which might be 
applied to New York as well as 
Chicago. The same conditions exist. 
He says: “While the punishment of 
tho individual murderer, burglar, 
bandit, automobile theif and other 
social vultures is necessary as a 
crime deterrent, it is of no perman­ 
ent value unless the law acts with 
equal certainty and swiftness against 
all violators.

AN IMMIGRATION SUGGESTION 


Buy Shares In the Home Bonding JI Loan Association of Ada . 
The percentage immigration Jaw has been generally re­ 
cognized as an experiment. It is a temporary measure and 
new legislation will be necessitated by the expiration of the 
limit fixed for its operation. 
Its beneficial results are reflected in a statement of im­ 
migration officials that more than three-quarters of a million 
people who would otherwise have been dumped into the coun­ 
try during a period of population congestion have been ex­ 
cluded. That this exclusion has worked hardship in many 
individual cases where families have been kept separated be­ 
cause the national percentage had been exhausted and those 
members still abroad could not be brought to this country it 
is proved by facts. 
These facts have been so convincing that Chairman John­ 
son of the house immigration committee has suggested a radi­ 
cal modification of the laws, to base immigration on blood 
relationship, at least until the separated families have been 
reunited. How long that will require can be computed with 
reasonable accuracy. 
It is also self-evident that no good end is achieved by 
keeping those families separated, if immigration is to be per­ 
mitted at all. To admit immigrants who have no relatives here 
,and keep out a corresponding number who have, will not 
solve any of the problems of Americanization. 
The absolute prohibition of immigration for a given per­ 
iod would cut the Gordian knot, of course, but that has not 
been proposed. Some of the smaller nations have already 
reached the point where none of their nationals can be legally 
admitted for six months to come. 
It would seem probable, therefore, that the humanitarian 
issues involved in the problem will cause Chairman Johnson’s 
suggestion to receive the most serious consideration and it is 
highly creditable that it has already done so. “The committee 
on immigration,” says Mr. Johnson, “has the problem of the 
heart of the world in its hands,” and that is a splandidly 
American phrase.—Kansas City Journal.

Oklahoma Advancing Her 
Hard-Surface Highway 
Rapidly Now. 


OKLAHOMA CITY, Frt>. 9.—Ap- 
proximately one mile of hard-sur­ 
faced road is being laid in Oklahoma 
each 
working 
day, according 
to 
Ernest S. Alderman, state engineer. 
All parts of the states are involved 
in this road building program ex­ 
cept approximately the western third. 
he added, this being due to the fact 
that climatic conditions in the lat* 
ter portion are such as to make- 
hard-surfaced roads not so neces­ 
sary as in the eastern and central 
portions of the state. 
More than 1,000 cars of stone 
and gravel are used monthly in the 
construction of hard-surfaced roads 
in the state, Mr. Alderman said. 
This material costs on an, average 
approximately $50 a car while the 
freight charges will average |7 5 
a car, he pointed out in explaining 
the cost of road improvement. Some 
qualities of stone or stone products 
are shipped at the rate of $125 a 
car while others fall considerably 
l»elow the average of $75, Mr. Alder­ 
man continued. Most of the' mater­ 
ials used in the construction of hard- 
surfaced roads in Oklahoma are ob­ 
tained within the borders of the 
state, he said. 
Rainfall Is Element 
Mr. Alderman 
declared 
that a 
study of the road building program 
of the hard-surfaced roads are the 
assessed valuation of the various lo­ 
calities and the rainfall record in 
each. Wealthy communities naturally 
have good roads, he said, but in 
a number of places where the as­ 
sessed 
valuation is comparatively 
low there has been much road acti­ 
vity due to the fact that heavy rain­ 
fall makes dirt roads inadequate 
This rainfall is heaviest in the east­ 
ern part of the state, and for this 
reason several road bond issues have 
carried easily in east-side Iv&ftties 
which have a relatively low valua­ 
tion assessment, Mr. Alderman said. 
Some of the best roads in Okla­ 
homa are found in the dry portions 
of the western part of the state, he 
declared. These are .plain dirt roads. 
Because the rainfall is light there is 
no material need for hard-su rf acing. 
he added, the greatest need in tho 
western part of the state being small 
bridges. 
Gravel is the most common ma­ 
terial used in the construction of 
hardsurfaced rqpds in the state, Mr. 
Alderman said. Some concrete is 
used. Gravel Is particularly adapted 
to all agricultural sections.Jtk. ex­ 
plained. The loads ‘ h&r/.ed 
the 
roads in these sections are not so 
heavy as in the oil field districts 
and gravel stands up well under the 
wear given them. With moderate 
maintenance costs gravel roads nre 
giving good service In these parts 
of the state, Mr. Alderman said. 
Heavier construction is used in the 
oil fields where the loads are more 
weighty.
